“(2) Any public servant who commits criminal miscon¬ 
duct in the discharge of his duty shall be punishable with 
imprisonment for a term which shall not be less than one 
year but which may extend to seven years and shall also be 
liable to fine: 


Provided that the court may, for any special reasons 
recorded in writing, impose a sentence of imprisonment of 
less than one year.

(2A) Where a sentence of fine is imposed under sub' 
section (2), the court, in fixing the amount of fine, shall 
take into consideration the amount or value of the property 
which the accused person has obtained by committing the 
offence of criminal misconduct or where the conviction Is 
based on the presumption under sub-section (3), the 
pecuniary resources or property referred to in that sub¬ 
section for which the accused person is unable to account 
satisfactorily/';
